Halifax regional coimcil has 
taken financial responsibility 
for the almost $360,000 ad¬ 
vanced to, but never paid back 
by, promoter Harold MacKay. 

But Mayor Peter Kelly, a 
chief figure in the concert-cash 
scandal, refused to comment 
on any aspect of the issue on 
Tuesday after recusing himself 
from tfre discussion due to a 
perceived conflict of interest. 

In a nearly imanimous 
decision, coimcil approved a 
payment of $359,550 to Metro 
Centre Ltd. Coimcil will take no 
further action to pursue the re¬ 
covery of those funds. 


It was Metro Centre funds, 
funnelled through Ticket Atlan¬ 
tic, that was fronted to MacKay 
for two concerts on the Halifax 
Common in 2010. Trade Centre 
Ltd., which manages the Metro 
Centre for HRM, accounted for 
the money as an “uncollect¬ 
able amount” on the facihty’s 
ledger. 

It was a comphcated se¬ 
quence of financi^ manoeuv¬ 
res, but the bottom line is mu¬ 
nicipal taxpayers lost $359,550 
on the deal. 

“Definitively, the surplus in 
2010-11 for the city would have 
been $359,000 higher,” said 
HRM’s Chief Administrative 
Officer Richard Butts after the 
meeting. 

The funds were already 
earmarked in the municipal¬ 
ity’s 2010-11 budget, in the 
event HRM was unsuccessful 
in recouping funds from Trade 
Centre Ltd. TCL rejected HRM’s 
overtures on sharing the bill, 
according to Butts. 

The municipality had pre-

viously received $38,000 from 
MacKay after threatening to 
pull municipal services for the 
MetaUica show in 2011, put on 
by MacKay’s wife. 

Council agreed to discuss 
the matter in public Tuesday 
after a marathon debate about 
whether or not the discussion 
should be private. 

“The public want the infor¬ 
mation — here it is. Let’s just 
vote on it and give them the 
information,” said Coun. Gloria 
McCluskey. “If we’re ever going 
to be transparent, we have to 
act hke we’re transparent. And 
this is the opportunity,” said 
Coun. Jim Smith.

Nova Scotia was crowned the 
country’s oldest province 
Tuesday. 

Census data from 2011 
on age and sex was released 
Tuesday morning and shows 
with 16.6 per cent of the 
population over the age of 


65, Nova Scotia is the oldest. 

“And it’s interesting the 
aging process is getting 
faster,” said Andre Lebel, a 
senior analyst with Statistics 
Canada. 

It’s been a steady climb 
up the ladder as Nova Sco¬ 
tia was third-oldest in 2001, 
second in 2006 and now it 
holds the top spot. 

Nationally, the Atlantic 
provinces and Quebec have 
the country’s lion’s share of 
seniors. 

But it’s an entirely differ¬ 
ent story in Halifax, which 
has the second-largest pro¬ 
portion of working-age 
population in the country. 
Basically, HRM is just under 


Below-average growth 


65 + 

Right now the 65-plus age group in Nova 
Scotia is growing at a slightly slower rate 
than the national average. 

Calgary for having most of 
its population between the 
ages of 15-64. 

“So 72 per cent of Halifax 
is in the working-age popu¬ 
lation, which makes it the 
second-largest proportion 
across all census metropol¬ 
itan areas,” Lebel said. 

This data also suggests 
while there are many sen¬ 


iors in Nova Scotia, many of 
them are not living in HRM. 

“Halifax has one of the 
lowest proportions of sen¬ 
iors,” he said, adding cit¬ 
ies generally tend to attract 
younger populations. 

So, why do seniors stay 
away? 

“I perish the thought of 
ever having to live in Hali¬ 
fax,” said Steve MacDonald, 
73. He lives in Fall River and 
can understand why seniors 
escape urban cores because 
it’s just too expensive. 

“People living on pensions 
can’t afford the exorbitant 
rents in the city, so they’re 
looking for accommodations 
outside, especially if they have 


a means of transportation.” 

He said he’s noticed quite 
a few more retirees lately as 
more and more people join 
his age bracket. 

“It’s becoming more and 
more a seniors’ province.” 

Lebel said there are two 
basic reasons why the senior 
population is booming: Life 
expectancy is increasing in 
most provinces, and fertility 
has been low since the end of 
the baby boom. 

“In 2011, baby boom¬ 
ers are aged 46-65, so in 
the next few years a large 
part of the baby boomers 
will enter the 65-and-older 
groups. So the aging process 
will accelerate.”

Sandboxes are getting pretty 
crowded in HRM these days. 

According to 2011 census 
data released Tuesday, the 
zero-to-four age bracket has 
increased in every province 
for the first time in 50 years. 

In Nova Scotia, the tod¬ 
dler-preschool set has in¬ 
creased by 4.6 per cent since 
2006. It’s even higher, 9.7 per 
cent, in Halifax. The national 
average is 11 per cent. 

Rachelle White is happily 
contributing to that statistic. 
The Halifax woman is a mom 
of three kids — two of them 
under five. And she’s consid¬ 


ering another one. 

“We’re tossing that ball 
around,” she said, laughing. 

She said a family of three 
seems to be the norm in 
HRM. 

“I have noticed when we 
go to pla 3 d:ime at the library 
or at the playground it’s more 
common to see a child walk¬ 
ing, a child in a stroller and a 
pregnant mom,” she said. 

“And a comment as we’re 
talking back and forth over 
whether we should have a 
fourth (child), is everybody 
has three — it’s not that big 
of a family anymore.”

Andre Lebel, senior ana¬ 
lyst for Statistics Canada, said 
he wouldn’t call this a mini¬ 
baby boom. 

“The fertility level in Can¬ 
ada is relatively low, but it’s 
interesting to see the zero- 
to-four (age bracket) has in¬ 
creased that much,” he said. 

Fertility rates during the 


baby boom of 1946-65 were 
four children per woman, so 
1.6 in N.S., (nationally 1.7) 
doesn’t compare, he said. 

Lebel said fertility rates are 
going up in most provinces, 
and there are more women 
in the population who are in 
their child-bearing years.

“Decisions of coimcil 
over the last decade have 
left peninsula Halifax with 
a decaying downtown, escal¬ 
ating taxes, rising crime and 
diminishing services.” 

Walsh said his campaign 
will focus on four major 
themes — including spend¬ 
ing taxpayers’ money wisely 
and building confidence in

Halifax regional council will 
record how every councillor 
votes on every issue from 
now on. 

Council voted 19-3 on 
Tuesday to make all votes of 
council recorded votes, mean¬ 
ing every resident can see 
how their councillor voted 
on every issue that comes 
before council. The vote was 


Coun. Reg Rankin 
recorded. 

This replaces a system 
where votes were done by 
a consensus yea or nay, or a 
show of hands if the vote was 
close. Recorded votes could 
be requested under the old 
system, although they usual¬ 
ly only happened for conten¬ 
tious or politically sensitive 
matters. 


“1 think a lot of people 
want to know how we vote,” 
said Coun. Gloria McCluskey, 
who brought forward the mo¬ 
tion on behalf of fellow Dart¬ 
mouth Coun. Bill Karsten. 
“And I don’t see any reason 
why we can’t do that.” 

Other councillors did. 
Some said recording every 
vote would take more time. 


while others suggested it 
might hurt viewership for 
people watching council 
from home during da 3 ftime 
TV hours. Still others noted 
that any councillor could ask 
to have a vote on any issue 
they please. 

“The people who elected 
me do not want to know 
if 1 voted or not to approve 
the minutes,” said veteran 
Coun. Bob Harvey, referring 
to a procedural vote taken at 
the beginning of every coun¬ 
cil meeting. “Any member 
of council ... including the 
chair when necessary, who 
thinks the vote is important 
can request a recorded vote. 
We’ve already answered this 
question in the way we do it 
now.” 

Police chief 
makes plea for those in 
know to come forward 


Drug^ charges laid during 
homicide investigation 



After three shootings in 
three days last week, Hali¬ 
fax Regional Police Chief 
Frank Beazley is urging 
community members to 
come forward with any in¬ 
formation about the cases. 

Police continue to inves¬ 
tigate the three separate 
shootings Thursday, Friday 
and Saturday in Halifax that 
left one dead and three in¬ 
jured. 

But Beazley said in a 
statement issued on Tues¬ 
day a lack of co-operation 
from those involved in 
crime throughout the city 
has made finding new leads 
difficult. 

“We feel that people in 
our community know who’s 
responsible for the violence 
and in many cases need 
them to come forward,” 
Beazley said in the state¬ 
ment. 

“The family and friends 
of the people involved in a 
crime need to also come for¬ 
ward as our concern is that 
their loved one could be the 
next victim of a shooting or 
other violent offence,” he 
added. 

In response to what Bea-

zley called “an escalation 
in the level of violence” in 
Halifax, his department will 
be increasing police pres¬ 
ence in more crime-ridden 
neighbourhoods.

Police say it points 
to their belief that 
shooting death was 
drug related

Police have charged three 
people for drug offences out 
of searches related to last 
weekend’s homicide. 

On Tuesday, Halifax 
Regional Police said they 
conducted three searches 
while looking for evidence 
in the death of Corey Duane 
Lucas. Lucas, 36, was shot 
and killed at an apartment 
building at 2711 Clifton St. 
on Friday night. Another 
man in his 30s was taken 
to the hospital and later re¬ 
leased. 

“The homicide investiga¬ 
tion led to three search war¬ 
rants being obtained and 
executed over the last 36 
hours,” police spokesman 


Const. Brian Palmeter said 
on Tuesday afternoon. 

The first two searches 
took place at 5 a.m. Mon¬ 
day morning at residences 
at Willet Street in Halifax 
and Kelly Point Drive in 
Prospect. One person was 
arrested in the Willet Street 
search and seven people 
were arrested in the other. 

Police say they seized co¬ 
caine, marijuana, cash and 
drug paraphernalia from 
the Kelly Point Drive resi¬ 
dence. 

A third search was done 
at 3 a.m. Tuesday morning 
on Layton Road, but no one 
was arrested there. 

Nicholas Bernard MacLel- 
lan, 21, and Jessica Ann 
Desrochers, 21, are facing 
trafficking and possession 
charges. Dylan Peter Roach, 
20, is also facing a traffick¬ 
ing charge. 

The other five people ar¬ 
rested were released. 

Investigators spoke to 
several of the people ar¬ 
rested about the homicide 
but have not laid any char¬ 
ges for that crime. 

Palmeter wouldn’t say 


if any evidence relating to 
the homicide was seized 
by police during any of the 
searches. 

“But 1 can say the search¬ 
es were in connection with 
the homicide investigation 
from Friday night on Clifton 


Street and the investigation 
is progressing,” Palmeter 
said. “The fact we were able 
to conduct three search war¬ 
rants in a short amount of 
time shows the amount of 
effort they’re putting into 
this case.”

die’: Tasered man lives on in opera 



World premiere. 33rcl 
annual Scotia Festival 
of Music runs through 
June 8 


Repeatedly seeing video of Rob¬ 
ert Dziekanski Seeing stunned 
with a Taser by RCMP officers 
on national television inspired 
JA. Wainwright to write an 
opera about the tragedy 

“Quite frankly, I got tired of 
seeing Robert Dziekanski die. 
I wanted to see him hve,” said 
Wainwright, a poet and author. 

The opera, titled I Will 
Fly like a Bird, premieres on 
Thursday at the Scotia Festival 
of Music in Halifax. It tells the 
stoiy of Dziekanski, an immi¬ 
grant from Poland who died 
in 2007 after being repeatedly 
stunned by Moimties at the 
Vancouver airport. 

His death attracted inter¬ 
national attention when it was 
captured on video by a traveller. 

Wainwright, who wrote the 
libretto for the opera, said he 
felt Dziekanski became part of 
a “media circus where we saw

him die over and over again.” 

“I wanted to deal with him 
as a human being rather than 
an image on the screen,” he 
said in a telephone interview 
from his home in Halifax. 

The stoiy is told through the 
imagined voices of Dziekanski 
and his mother, Zofia Cisowsld. 

It begins in Poland on the 
eve of Dziekanski’s departure, 
where he is celebrating with 
friends and discussing his aspir¬ 
ations, said John Plant, compos¬ 
er of the opera. 

The stoiy then moves to the 
flight itself, followed by the in¬ 
cident at the airport, and finish¬ 
es with an elegy of sorts by Dz¬ 
iekanski’s motiier. Plant said. 

But the piece does not dir¬ 
ectly portray Dziekanski being 
stunned with the Taser, nor 


does it deal with the backlash 
felt by the RCMP after the inci¬ 
dent, Wainwright said. 

“It doesn’t focus in any dir¬ 
ect way on the Taser, although 


it’s alluded to metaphoric¬ 
ally and veiy powerfully in the 
music.” 

Plant said the human emo¬ 
tion involved in Dziekanski’s 


stoiy was easily translated into 
a musical piece. 

“This was such a trauma ... 
not just for the people involved, 
but for Canadians as well, to 


know that this sort of thing 
could happen,” said Plant, who 
has been writing the piece for 
more than two years.

Ayoung Cape Breton 
woman whose body was 
foimd in the Mira River last 
week is being remembered 
as smart, beautiful and 
vivacious. 

The family of 21-year-old 
Laura Catherine Jessome of 
Bras d’Or is stiU coming to 
terms with her death, said 
Jessome’s uncle Paul Pettipas 
on Tuesday 

“The family is reaUy 
going through a hard time 
right now,” Pettipas said in 
an interview with the Cape 
Breton Post. “So they’re reaUy 
just trying to cope with it. It 
came so sudden.” 

Jessome was the young¬ 
est of three sisters and had 
graduated from Memorial 
Composite High School in 
Sydney Mines. 

According to her obituary, 
Jessome was known 


affectionately by her mother 
as “Angel Bread” and enjoyed 
spending time with her 
niece, nephew and dog ReiUy. 

“She was a beautiful httle 
girl, she was reaUy intelligent 
and firU of life and it’s just a 
shame,” Pettipas said. “She 
got in with the wrong crowd 
and we’re all just really heart¬ 
broken about it.” 

Cape Breton Regional 
PoUce say they are continu¬ 
ing their investigation into 
the discovery of a 21-year-old 
woman’s body foimd inside 
a sports equipment bag in 
the Mira ^ver near Marion 
Bridge.

Veteran praises feds’ decision 
not to appeal pension ruling 


Class-action lawsuit. 

Powerful victory for 
some 6,000 veterans 


A disabled veteran who 
launched a class-action lawsuit 
against the federal government 
said he is thriUed Ottawa will 
respect a Federal Court ruling 


and stop clawing back money 
from veterans’ pensions. 

Dennis Manuge broke 
down Tuesday as he thanked 
his lawyers, federal ministers 
and thousands of veterans he 
says wiU now see repayment of 
possibly $500 million that had 
been cut from their monthly 
payments over a period of 
nearly 30 years. 

“This has been a very dif¬ 


ficult experience for Canada’s 
disabled veterans, includ¬ 
ing me,” he said, with his 
17-month-old daughter and 
wife looking on. 

“It is a rehef that we are 
one step closer to being reim¬ 
bursed.” 

Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay and Veterans Affairs 
Minister Steven Blaney an¬ 
nounced earlier in the day that 


they would not appeal the deci¬ 
sion handed down this month 
that foimd the government 
was acting illegally by reducing 
veteran’s long-term disabihty 
benefits. 

The ruling was a power¬ 
ful victory for roughly 6,000 
veterans, some of whom have 
seen their pa37ments slashed by 
thousands of dollars a month.

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Global pariah. Canada 
expels Syrian diplomats 
over Houla massacre 


Canada joined allies across 
the world Tuesday in expel¬ 
ling Syrian diplomats, as the 
slaughter of the innocent in 
Houla provoked a broad sev¬ 
ering of global ties with the 
pariah Assad regime in Da¬ 
mascus. 

Foreign Affairs Minister 
John Baird said Canada was 
expelling Syrian diplomats 
in the wake of the week¬ 
end massacre in Houla. The 
United Nations said 108 
people died in the massacre, 
including 49 children and 34 
women — one of the deadli¬ 
est events in the 15-month 
uprising against Syrian 
President Bashar Assad’s re¬ 
gime. 

Canada took part in a co¬ 
ordinated diplomatic offen¬ 
sive along with the United 
States, Britain, Australia, 
France, Germany, Italy, 
Spain, Bulgaria and the Neth¬ 
erlands as the UN revealed 
more gruesome details of 
the events in Houla. Appar¬ 
ently the massacre included 
the close-range shootings of 
scores of children and par¬ 
ents in their homes. 

The report did not specify 
who carried out most of the

killings. 

Baird said all remaining 
diplomats in Ottawa and 
their families have five days 
to leave Canada. As is the 
case in several other coun¬ 
tries, Syria’s ranking diplo¬ 
mat is a charge d’affairs, not 
an ambassador. 

As well, another Syrian 
diplomat waiting to come to 
Canada will be refused entry. 

Baird said Canadians, 
like other people around 
the world, were horrified to 
learn on the weekend about 
the massacre, including 
nearly three dozen children 
under the age of 10.

Quebec. Fellow

Could the most prominent fig¬ 
ure in Quebec’s protest move¬ 
ment face jail time for having 
encouraged students to keep 
schools shut? 

Gabriel Nadeau-Dubois 
pleaded not guilty to a con- 
tempt-of-court charge Tuesday 
in a Quebec City courtroom 
and dismissed the idea that 
he should be imprisoned for 
his student activism. His op¬ 
ponents in the case said that’s 
exactly what he deserves. 

The charge stems from a 
court motion filed by Jean- 
Francois Morasse, who alleges 
Nadeau-Dubois encouraged 
students to ignore a court in¬ 
junction that paved the way 
for Morasse to return to class 
at Universite Laval in Quebec 
City.

The contempt-of-court case 
focuses on remarks Nadeau- 
Dubois made on television on 
May 13. At the time, Nadeau- 
Dubois said it was legitimate 
for protesters to form picket 
lines to keep students who had 
obtained injunctions from get¬ 
ting to their classrooms. 

Nadeau-Dubois is a co¬ 
spokesman for the CLASSE stu¬ 
dent group — the most radical 
of the province’s three biggest 
student associations. He has 
been featured in international 
news reports and been de¬ 


scribed, arguably inaccurately, 
as a protest leader. 

“Let’s hope this isn’t a pol¬ 
itical setthng of accoimts. That 
would be very imfortimate,” 
Nadeau-Dubois told reporters 
at the courthouse. 

“The vehemence with 
which the other party is talk¬ 
ing about a prison sentence — 
well, let’s just say it leads one 
to beheve there’s an element 
of fhistration there.” 

The Quebec protests 
have lasted 15 weeks, dur¬ 
ing which nearly one-third of 
post-secondaiy students have 
remained away from the class¬ 
rooms during a battle against 
tuition hikes. Most students 
remained in school, while 
some were ordered to return 
by court injimctions. Some 
of the more ardent protesters 
blocked attempts to reopen 
classrooms.

Quebec. Police investigate 
possible double murder, 
suicide outside Montreal 


Police are trying to piece 
together the events that 
led to what appears to be a 
double murder followed by a 
suicide near Montreal. 

A man and a woman in 
their late 40s were found shot 
to death in a home in Drum- 
mondville on Monday even¬ 
ing. 

The investigation then led 
police to the town of Asbestos, 
where there was a standoff 
with an armed man in his 60s. 
Police say he committed sui¬ 
cide as they negotiated with 
him. 

“The investigation is on¬ 
going and detectives will 
try to determine what tran¬ 
spired,” said Const. Daniel 
Lacoursiere, a Montreal police 
spokesman. 

Montreal pohce were 


called in to take over what 
had originally been a provin¬ 
cial police file. In Quebec, it 
is customary for another po¬ 
lice force to investigate when 
someone dies or is hurt during 
a police intervention. 

Provincial police were first 
dispatched to the Drummond- 
ville home after receiving 911 
calls reporting gunshots. 

The investigation quickly 
led police to Asbestos, east 
of their crime scene, where a 
63-year-old man armed with a 
gun held police at bay in the 
parking lot of a bar. “While 
negotiating with the individ¬ 
ual, the man turned the gun 
on himself at about 2 a.m. and 
his death was confirmed by 
doctors at the hospital,” said 
Montreal pohce Const.

Breivik's friends 
suspect he’s gay 

Is confessed Norwegian 
mass killer Anders Behr¬ 
ing Breivik gay? 

Former friends of Brei¬ 
vik say he often expressed 
feminine tendencies and 
led some to believe he 
may be gay. 

Three of the 33-year- 
old’s former friends told 
an Oslo court on Tuesday 
that five years before he 
massacred 77 people in 
July, he moved back to 
live with his mother and 
ended all social contacts. 

The friends, who did 
not want to be named, 
gave testimony during 
Breivik’s trial as the de¬ 
fendant watched. 

Breivik killed 69 
people in a shooting spree 
on Utoya island on July 22 
after setting off a bomb 
in Oslo that claimed eight 
lives. 

Since May 11, surviv¬ 
ors have given detailed 
accounts of how Breivik’s 
emotionless “killing 
machine” hunted people 
down on the island, shoot¬ 
ing them one by one. 

Breivik has admitted 
to the killings, but denies 
criminal guilt.

Terror strikes at 
9 a.m. Factories, barns, 
warehouses crumple 
— woman found alive 
after lying 12 hours in 
rubble of apartment 


A powerful earthquake dealt 
a second terrifying blow Tues¬ 
day to a quake-devastated re¬ 
gion in northern Italy. 

Just nine days after an ear¬ 
lier tremblor that killed sev¬ 
en people, Tuesday’s quake 
killed at least 16 and left 200 
injured. 

The injured included a 
65-year-old woman who was 
pulled out alive by rescuers 
after lying for 12 hours in 
the rubble of her apartment’s 
kitchen in Cavezzo. 

Firefighters told Sky TG24 
TV that a piece of furniture, 
which had toppled over, 
saved her from being crushed 
by the wreckage. 

She was taken to hospital. 

Firefighters said she’d 
gone into the building to get 


some clothes. 

Factories, warehouses, 
barns and churches collapsed 
as the ground shook. 

The temblor shocked 
many of the thousands who 
have been living in tents or 
cars since the May 20 quake 
and created a whole new 
wave of homeless. 

The area encompassing the 
cities of Modena, Mantua and 
Bologna is prized for its super 
car production — churning 
out Ferraris, Maseratis and 
Lamborghinis — its world- 
famous Parmesan cheese, and 
less well-known but critical 
to the economy: machinery 
companies. 

In Mirandola, the church 
of San Francis crumbled, leav¬ 
ing only its facade standing. 
The main cathedral also col¬ 
lapsed. 

In Concordia, the mayor 
had scheduled a town meet¬ 
ing to discuss the aftermath 
of the first quake. 

Instead, Mayor Carlo 
Marchini confirmed the death 
of one person struck by fall¬ 
ing debris.

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NATO claim. Airstrike 
kills al-Qaida’s No. 2 
leader in Afghanistan 


The U.S.-led NATO force in 
Afghanistan says it has killed 
al-Qaida’s second-highest 
leader in the country. 

Sakhr al-Taifi died in an 
airstrike in the eastern Kunar 
province, the force said Tues¬ 
day. 

Al-Taifi — also known as 
Mushtaq and Nasim — was 
responsible for commanding 
foreign insurgents in Afghan¬ 
istan and directing attacks 
against NATO and Afghan 
forces, officials said. 

He frequently travelled be¬ 
tween Afghanistan and Pak¬ 
istan, carrying out commands 
from senior al-Qaida leader¬ 
ship and ferrying in weapons 
and fighters. 

The airstrike that killed 
al-Taifi and another al-Qaida 
militant took place Sunday in 
Kunar’s Watahpur district. 

A follow-up assessment of 
the area determined that no 
civilians were harmed, offi¬ 
cials said. 

They declined to reveal 
the name of al-Qaida’s top 
leader in Afghanistan “due 
to ongoing operations and se¬ 
curity concerns.” 

Elsewhere in Afghanistan, 
two would-be suicide bomb¬ 
ers riding in a vehicle packed 
with explosives in the eastern 
Nangarhar province were 
killed when the vehicle ex¬ 
ploded prematurely.

Bin Laden advised al- 
Qaida militants to leave 
Pakistan’s North and South 
Waziristan tribal areas 
because of the threat of 
drone attacks, according 
to letters seized by the U.S.

Imagine a tiny snake robot 
crawling through your body, 
helping a surgeon identify dis¬ 
eases and perform operations. 

It’s not science fiction. Sci¬ 
entists and doctors are using 
the creeping metallic tools to 
perform surgery on hearts, 
prostate cancer, and other dis¬ 
eased organs. The snakebots 
cany tiny cameras, scissors 
and forceps, and even more 
advanced sensors are in the 
works. For now, they’re pow¬ 
ered by tethers that humans 
control. But experts say the day 
is coming when some robots 
will roam the body on their 
own. 

“It won’t be very long be¬ 
fore we have robots that are

• The size of surgical robots 
allows surgeons to operate 
with far less damage to the 
body, helping the patient 
heal faster.

nanobots, meaning they will 
actually be inside the body 
without tethers,” said Dr. Mi¬ 


chael Argenziano, the chief of 
adult cardiac surgery at New 
York-Presb 5 ^erian Hospital and 
Columbia University Medical 
Center in New York. 

Argenziano was involved 
with some of the first U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration clin¬ 
ical trials on robotic heart sur¬ 
gery more than 10 years ago. 
Now he says snake robots have 
become a commonly used tool 
that gives surgeons a whole 
new perspective. 

“It’s like the abihty to have 
little hands inside the patients, 
as if the surgeon had been 
shrunken, and was working on 
the heart valve,” he said. 

Another expert at Carnegie 
Mellon stresses that there’s 
still an enormous gap between 
humans and even the most 
high-tech robots. Manuela 
Velosa noted that robots have 
been built that excel at one 
or two tasks — but not at the 
variety of tasks humans per¬ 
form without even thinking.

Tennessee. Ruling halts 
construction of mosque 
over lack of public notice 


Construction of a Tennessee 
mosque that has been strongly 
opposed by critics of Islam hke- 
ly will be stopped after a judge 
ruled Tuesday that local offi¬ 
cials didn’t give the public ad¬ 
equate notice before the meet¬ 
ing where it was approved.

Qatar begins probe 
into deadly mall fire 



Fatal blaze. Press, 
public outraged at lack 
of adequate safety 
measures that failed 
to prevent tragedy at 
daycare centre 


Investigators in Qatar carried 
out their first extensive probes 
through a fire-ravaged daycare 
centre and other charred areas 
inside the coimtiy’s biggest 
mall Tuesday after a blaze IdUed 
19 people, 13 of them children. 

The blaze and equipment 
failures that hampered fire¬ 
fighting raised questions about 
safety measures in the mega¬ 
structures across the wealthy 
Gulf. 

The findings from the state- 
ordered inquest are expected 
within a week, the official 
Qatar News Agency said. Com¬ 
mentators quickly called for 
extensive safety reviews after 
the sprinkler system malfunc¬ 
tioned during Monday’s fire. 

The tragedy also is likely 
to push authorities across the 
Gulf to further examine fire- 
safety rules in a region where 
the drive to build fast and big 
has brought concerns about the 
quahty of emergency planning. 

Rescue crews in Qatar’s cap¬ 
ital Doha had to hack through 
the roof of the mammoth Vil- 
laggio mall to reach the child¬ 
care facility, where the victims 
included two-year-old New Zea¬ 
land triplets and three Spanish 
siblings. Two firefighters also 
were killed. 

An editorial in the news¬ 
paper A1 Arab urged officials 


around the Gulf to consider 
creating special firefighting 
and civil defence imits for the 
energy-rich region’s huge malls. 

Qatar’s Interior Ministry 
said the mall’s sprinkler system 
malfunctioned, and rescue ef¬ 


forts were hampered by a lack 
of floor plans. 

Other Gulf nations also have 
confronted concerns about 
whether public safety planning 
can keep pace with the rapid 
construction, the assoqated press

Census. Toddlers 
bust a move, but the 
oldsters just keep 
on coming, and the 
implications are only 
beginning to sink in 


Canada is becoming a nation 
of the aging and the very 
young. 

New census data shows 
Canada now has a higher pro¬ 
portion of seniors than ever 
before — a development that 
has crept up on society with 
far-reaching implications for 
health, finance, policy and 
everyday family relation¬ 
ships. 

At the same time, the 
latest tranche of 2011 census 
information shows a surpris¬ 
ing 11 per cent resurgence of 
toddlers — a burst of growth 
in the under-five population 
that is a complete reversal of 
trend-lines a decade ago and 
is rejuvenating every region 
of the country. 

“I wouldn’t call it a baby 
boom, although 1 think we 
can call it a significant in¬ 
crease,” Laurent Martel, a 
demography expert at Statis¬ 
tics Canada, said in an inter¬ 
view. 

Generally, though, the 
census shows in great detail 
what most people already 
know intuitively: Canada is 
aging quickly as the baby 
boomers mature. 

The population of over- 
65ers has surged to nearly 
five million over the past five 
years, growing 14.1 per cent 
since the last official count. 
Statistics Canada says. 

That’s more than double 
the 5.9-per-cent increase for 
the population as a whole. 

It’s a trend that’s poised to 
take on momentum. That’s 
because near-seniors — 
people aged 60 to 64 — grew 
faster than any other group. 
Their population soared 29.1 
per cent over the past five 


years, a pattern that will per¬ 
sist as they move up the age 
ladder. 

They are the oldest edge 
of the baby-boom generation 
that includes three out of 10 
Canadians, and has so dra¬ 
matically shaped Canada’s 
landscape for decades. 

Young people, on the 
other hand, are a stagnating 
generation — despite the tor¬ 
rent of toddlers. The under-15 
cohort is barely expanding, 
having edged up just 0.5 per 


cent over the past five years. 

Children under 15 make 
up just 16.7 per cent of the 
population now, while sen¬ 
iors are at a record high of 
14.8 per cent, and growing. 

In just four years, Canada 
will face what demographers 
have dubbed “the cross-over”: 
The day when there are more 
seniors than children. 

The median age in Canada 
is now 40.6, the oldest ever, up 
from 39.5 five years ago and 
from 33.5 two decades ago. 
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Canada’s population 
aging is a mix of longer lives 
and a growing number of 
people in their senior years, 
Martel said. 

In 2011, there were 4,870 
women and 955 men aged 
100 or more — the second- 
fastest growing age group 
with a 25.7-per-cent rate of 
expansion. By 2031, Stats- 
Can projects the number 
of centenarians will reach 
17,000, rising to close to 
80,000 by 2061 as the bulk 
of the remaining baby 
boomers moves into the tri¬ 
ple digits. 

Compared to other G8 
countries, Ganada’s popula¬ 
tion is relatively young, and 
the proportion of seniors in 
Ganada is among the lowest 
in the G8. 

That’s about to change, 
Martel warned: Ganada had 
a bigger baby boom than 
other countries, and as 
people retire in droves, Gan¬ 
ada’s aging trend will pick 
up speed, the Canadian press

More Ganadians, it seems, 
are changing dirty dia¬ 
pers, serving up spoonfuls 
of mushy peas and getting 
tongue-tied over Dr. Seuss 
books before bed, if the 
latest census figures from 
Statistics Ganada are any 
indication. 

Previously released 
population statistics show 
more people in Ganada 
are having children. 

The national birth rate 
increased slightly from 
1.59 in 2006 to 1.67 in 
2009. In Alberta, the rate 
is among the highest of 
the provinces; it was 1.8 
in 2010. 

Not surprisingly, the 
latest increase was felt 
most profoundly in the 
Prairies, which have 
become magnets for job¬ 
seeking, working-age fam¬ 
ilies looking for a place to 
put down roots. 

In Alberta, the growth 
rate among kids four and 
under was 20.9 per cent, 
followed by Saskatchewan 
at 19.6 per cent. Quebec 
also posted a strong 
increase at 17.5 per cent, 
as did Nunavut at 15.7 per 
cent. 

Another reason for 
Ganada’s baby bump may 
simply be that there are 
more moms. Statistics 
Ganada attributed the 
spike to modestly higher 
fertility rates in most re¬ 
gions, as well as a growing 
number of women aged 
20 to 34 — traditional 
child-rearing years.

Women are turning 
the big, big wheels 



Kolby Nepoose has had a lot of 
jobs at places that would prob¬ 
ably sound familiar to many 
yoimg women — grocery store, 
health-care centre, coffee shop, 
bank. 

Eventually, though, the lure 
of sitting at a desk began to 
fade. 

“1 just found my work really 
tedious, sitting at the computer 
all day,” said Nepoose, 25. 

So she found something 
different — way different. 
She now works at Mammoet, 
a Dutch multinational that 
builds and operates heavy 
lift and transport equipment. 
Nepoose — booted, hard-hat- 
ted and overalled — is working 
towards a journeyman’s ticket 
as a crane operator. 

Workers hke Nepoose are 
still rare: In 2007, only about 
two per cent of those employed 
in non-service-sector trades 
were women. But those num¬ 
bers are increasing. 

JudyLynn Archer is tiying 
to be part of that solution. She 
leads an Edmonton organiza¬ 
tion called Women Building Fu¬ 
tures, which offers pre-appren¬ 
ticeship programs to introduce 
women to trades from carpen¬ 
try to welding to pipefitting. 

A total of 3,000 women 
contacted Women Building

Women “drive 
with less ego.” 

JudyLynn Archer of Women Building 
Futures, who said employers tell her women 
are easier on heavy equipment — more 
vigilant with preventative maintenance and 
safety checks and gentler on the huge and 
hugely expensive tires the big stuff rolls on. 

Futures last year looking for in¬ 
formation on the trades. About 
190 from across Canada are 
expected to graduate this year, 
alinost all directly into jobs or 
apprenticeships. 


“If we had 2,000 today, they 
could all be placed, working,” 
Archer said. “The demand is 
imbelievable.” 

Women are fitting in just 
fine on job sites across the 
province, she added. 

Companies “are very happy 
with their female employees. 
They show up every day, they 
have a strong attention to de¬ 
tail and they’re more loyal.” 

Still, she said, employers are 
just starting to see women as 
part of the solution to Canada’s 
coming shortage of skilled 
labour.

How old is old? It’s how you feel’ 


Ask Alan Wilson to define 
“old” and he answers with a 
hearty chuckle. 

“It’s just a number; it’s 
how you feel,” said Wilson, a 
spry 82-year-old who teaches 
line-dancing classes at a sen¬ 
iors’ recreation centre in 
Peterborough, Ont. 

“I had a heart attack 10 
years ago and that didn’t 
hold me back at all.” 

To Wilson and many of his 
friends, being old is a state of 


mind — one that Canada’s 
increasingly active senior 
set is choosing to ignore as 
the leading edge of the baby 
boom reaches the traditional 
retirement age of 65. 

So, it’s a fair question: 
How old is old? 

The point at which health 
concerns become real-life 
realities is when a person 
can truly be considered 
“old,” said Susan Eng, vice- 
president for advocacy at 


the Canadian Association of 
Retired Persons (CARP), Can¬ 
ada’s leading seniors’ advo¬ 
cacy organization. 

“Where the rubber hits 
the road is when old becomes 
a limitation,” said Eng. 

And rather than deny that 
true old age — with its even¬ 
tual drawbacks — will hit 
them one day, it’s vital that 
modern seniors embrace 
their aging, she added.

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Russian researchers 
discover massive 
new cyber-weapon 


‘Flame/ Virus can turn 
infected computers 
into listening devices 
and even have them 
suck info out of nearby 
cellphones 


A massive data-slurping 
cyber-weapon is circulating 
in the Middle East, a Rus¬ 
sian Internet-security firm 
reported Monday, saying that 
computers in Iran appear 
to have been particularly af¬ 
fected. 

The virus, dubbed “Flame,” 
is unprecedented both in 
terms of its size and complex¬ 
ity, Moscow-based Kaspersky 
Lab ZAO reported, sa 3 dng it 
possesses the ability to turn 
infected computers into lis¬ 
tening devices and even suck 
information out from nearby 
cellphones. 

The announcement sent 
a ripple of excitement across 


the computer-security sec¬ 
tor. Flame is the third major 
cyber-weapon discovered in 
the past two years, and Kas¬ 
persky’s conclusion that it 
was crafted at the behest of a 
national government fuelled 
speculation that the virus 
could be part of an Israeli- 
backed campaign of electron¬ 
ic sabotage aimed at archrival 
Iran. 

Some evidence suggests 
that the people behind Flame 
also helped craft Stuxnet, 
a notorious virus that dis¬ 
rupted controls of some 
nuclear centrifuges in Iran 
in 2010, according to Ilan 
Froimovici, the technical dir¬ 
ector at Power Communica¬ 
tions, which represents Kas¬ 
persky in Israel. 

The two codes “use the 
same vulnerabilities in the 
operating system and the 
computer infrastructure 
in order to infect the com¬ 
puter system. We do believe 
that the same programmers 
built the two codes,” he said. 


‘Very unusual’ virus 


Alan Woodward, a professor 
of computing at the Univer¬ 
sity of Surrey in southern 
England, compared the 
virus to a smartphone — 
depending on what kind of 
espionage you want to carry 
out, “you just add apps.” 


• He said Flame can turn 
an infected computer 
into a kind of "industrial 
vacuum cleaner," copy¬ 
ing data from vulnerable 
cellphones or other 
devices left near it. 


Stuxnet revolutionized the 
cybersecurity field because it 
targeted physical infrastruc¬ 
ture rather than data, one of 
the first demonstrations of 
how savvy hackers can take 
control of industrial systems 
to wreak havoc.

“I honestly 
cannot say how many separate 
items I have used in these 
portraits. Generally speaking, 

I use everything from small 
plastic toys, beads, broken 
jewelry, buttons, bottle tops 
and other small found objects 
to create my art. I get these 
materials from car boot sales 
and charity shops that can't 
sell them. I started out doing 
this art while making brooches 
in my final year in my degree 
in textiles. I was inspired by 
headdresses from Ecuador 
used in religious processions, 
many of which have been made 
from Barbie doll parts. While I

Evil thoughts and threads 



Snow White and the 
Huntsman. Dressed to 
kill — Charlize Theron 
shines as a wicked 
queen in beautiful but 
‘treacherous’ costumes 


Charlize Theron’s evil queen 
costumes for Snow White 
and the Huntsman called for 
hundreds of hand-cut rooster 
feathers, thousands of irides¬ 
cent beetle wings from Thai¬ 
land and one particularly im¬ 
posing crown. 

The outfits, some of which 
are on view at an LA pop-up 
gallery ahead of the film’s June 
1 opening, represented a host 
of firsts for Academy Award¬ 
winning costume designer Col¬ 
leen Atwood. 

From the leather piping on 
the pleats of the queen’s wed¬ 
ding gown to the gauzy green 
metal trim on the beetle-wing 
dress, the nine-time Oscar 
nominee and three-time win¬ 
ner experimented with materi¬ 


als for director Rupert Sanders’ 
dark take on the classic fairy 
tale. 

“The idea of the faiiy tale 
sets you free in a way be¬ 
cause you can make it up,” 
Atwood said. “And I love to 
make up stuff.” She created 
an armoured ensemble fit for 
a queen by dressing up chain 
mail with rolled leather and 
horsehair trim and topping it 
off with a particularly pointy 
metal crown. 

“We wanted to have a for¬ 
midable silhouette,” Atwood 
said, “and from a distance it’s 
spooky with the crown and 
her height and eveiything.” 
(Theron stands nearly six feet 
tall, the designer added.) 

In Sanders’ version of the 
Snow White story, Kristen 
Stewart portrays the only 
woman in the land fairer than 
Theron’s evil queen Ravenna. 
The queen dispatches a hunts¬ 
man (Chris Hemsworth) to kill 
the young woman, but instead 
he becomes her mentor and 
protector. 

Atwood took on the pro¬ 


ject after finishing work on 
Tim Burton’s Dark Shadows, 
starring Johnny Depp. Atwood 
and Burton are frequent and 
successful collaborators. Her 
most recent Oscar was for his 
2010 film Alice in Wonderland, 
and she earned nominations 
for her costumes in Burton’s 
Sweeney Todd: The Demon 
Barber of Fleet Street and 
Sleepy Hollow. 

Atwood’s Snow White cos¬ 
tumes are miles — and eras — 
away from Dark Shadows. 

“They don’t resemble each 
other in anyway,” she said, “so 
it was fun to shift from one to 
the other and have a whole dif¬ 
ferent world to think about.” 

And slide right into. Snow 
White director Sanders said 
Atwood’s wardrobes “blend 
seamlessly into this world, and 
they speak volumes about the 
world and its characters.” 

Theron agreed. From the 
wedding dress, with its archi¬ 
tectural shoulders that appear 
to be made from bones, to the 
twice-embroidered gown that 
eventually resembles an old. 


peeling skin, Atwood’s cos¬ 
tumes reflect the evil queen’s 
obsession with appearances. 

“Eveiy costume had a feel¬ 
ing of not quite what it seems,” 
Theron said. “In a way, these 
dresses were like torture de¬ 
vices for Ravenna. I love that 
because I feel like Ravenna 
was, in a way, more torturous 
toward herself than to the 
people she was killing.” 

To minimize the actual on¬ 
set torture, Atwood employed 
a team of about 50 people to 


help the actors in and out of 
the elaborate costumes. 

But the beetle wings re¬ 
main dangerous. Thousands of 
the hard, brittle wings decor¬ 
ate the evil queen’s regal dress 
of silk and metal mesh. 

“They’re incredibly sharp, 
so I had to be careful about 
how I used them. If you hit 
them, you can hurt yourself,” 
the designer said. 

“They’re quite treacherous, 
which really suited the charac¬ 
ter.” THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

A field guide for 
killer animal films 


Piranha 3 DD. In the 

hinterland who’s who 
of cinema there are as 
many kinds of ‘animals 
gone wild’ movies as 
there are animals 


This weekend Piranha 3DD 
dusts off not one, but two 
nature attacks genres. 

First and foremost it falls 
squarely into the ‘death 
from the briny depths’ cat¬ 
egory. In the movie blood- 
crazed prehistoric fish 
nibble their way through a 
fresh pack of nubile teen¬ 
agers at a water park, join¬ 
ing the likes of Jaws (hun¬ 
gry shark on the beach 
species), Mako: Jaws of 
Death (psychic sharks) and 


Angry birds 


Tentacles (angry squid gets 
even with calamari eaters) 
and Piranha, the 1978 film 
about man eating fish at a 
summer resort (“They’re 
eating the guests, sir.”). 
Frankenfish features a gen¬ 
etically engineered fish 
who is a double threat — it 
swims and walks on land! 

Piranha 3DD also falls 
into the ‘hungry primeval 
creature’ sub-genre. Most 
famous of this genre is Griz¬ 
zly, a 1976 movie about an 
ancient 18-foot bear who 
snacks on campers. 

On the other end of 
the scale are the ‘mutated 
bug’ movies. Tired of being 
squished under foot these 
critters are the product of 
scientific research or radio¬ 
active mutation. Them! 
and Empire of the Ants see 
radioactively modified ants 
acting up, while William 
Shatner battles killer web- 
slingers in Kingdom of the 
Spiders. In Spider one char¬ 
acter sums up the plot with 
the line, “That spider is a 


killing machine!” 

Alfred Hitchcock didn’t 
invent the ‘when-animals- 
attack’ genre, but he helped 
create the ‘we’re mad as 
hell and aren’t going to take 
it anymore’ (animal edition) 
variety. 

Animals had gone wild 
on film before The Birds, 
but usually because they 
were tormented by their 
owners — King Kong — or 
victims of radiation — see 
‘chemically altered bug 
movies’ — or hungry — 
Food of the Gods where 
giant chickens feed on hu¬ 
mans — but Hitchcock’s 
birds attack for no reason. 

Next is the ‘mother na¬ 
ture is angry’ genus, and 
everyone knows it’s best 
not to annoy Mother Earth. 
Everyone that is except the 
campers who learn that 
forest animals don’t react 
kindly to having their home 
turned into a waste dump 
in Long Weekend. 

And finally there’s the 
‘animal cage match’, seen 
in Frogs, in which members 
of a rich Southern family 
are massacred by all man¬ 
ner of animals — birds, liz¬ 
ards and even butterflies — 
in payback for ruining the 
environment. 

Leading the charge are 
the frogs, who live up to 
the film’s advertising slo¬ 
gan, “TODAY — the Pond! 
TOMORROW — the World!”

Beefed-up engine 


A 3.5-litre V6 replaces the 
turbo-charged 2.3-litre four- 
cylinder, a move that appears 
to be in sharp contrast to 
other automakers — such as 
Ford — which are replacing 
larger engines with smaller 
turbo-charged powerplants 
that supposedly get better 
fuel economy. 

But check this out. The 
RDX’s V6 makes 273 horse 


in Arizona to find out. 

The RDX brand has been 
around since the 2007 model 
year as a rival to the BMW 
X3, Audi Q5, Cadillac SRX, 
Mercedes-Benz GLK and other 
premium-priced five-passen¬ 
ger wagons. 

Changes for the 2010 
model year gave it a look that 
resembled the larger MDX, 
which is an approach that 
has clearly spilled over into 


power and 251 pound-feet 
of torque, compared to 240 
horses and 260 poimd-feet of 
torque for the 2.3. Most im¬ 
portantly, the RDX achieves a 
better fuel-consumption rat¬ 
ing than the outgoing model. 

How is this possible? 

A six-speed automatic 
transmission — one more 
gear than used on the turbo 
four — helps improve the 
ratings, but so do other fuel- 
conserving innovations. 


There’s low-viscosity 
engine and transmission oil, 
a special friction-reducing 
coating for the pistons and 
Variable Cylinder Manage¬ 
ment that allows the engine 
to operate with two or three 
of its six cylinders (depending 
on the load) shut down. 

Acura says the RDX also 
has improved aerodynamics, 
fuel-saving electric power 
steering pump and low- 
rolling-resistance tires.

Common Issues 


Have your potential used 
Viper checked for oil leaks 
from the valve covers and 
oil pan gasket. A compres¬ 
sion test is also advisable, 
as is a check of the oil and 
coolant condition, which 
could reveal an issue with 
the head-gasket. This issue 
seemed to affect mainly 
earlier models. 

On a test-drive, “feel” 
the transmission for signs 
of clutch slippage, grinding 
or hard shifting. Though 
the gearbox is said to be 
reliable, abusive driving 
can shorten its life. 

Note that some models 
suffered from a rear differ¬ 
ential which could become 
separated from its bracket, 
and/or a power steering 
rack that could pull away 
from the front frame. A 
free recall and repair kit 
addresses these problems. 
Your local Dodge dealer 
has the scoop. 

Shoppers are also ad¬ 
vised to check the condi¬ 
tion of the brakes and 
tires.
